OTTAWA—tThe approaching sess‘on 
of Parliament calls attention to the 
tremendous changes that have occur- 
red on Parliament Hill since the be- 
ginniny of the present century. With. 
in the short space of 28 years Canada 
hag forged to the front as one of the 
world’s leading nations, with a foreign 
trade of two and a half billion dollars 
this year, as compared with less tha 
$400,000,000 at the beginning of the 
century. 

The only member of the House of 
Commons who was here for the ses- 
sion of 1900 and has been in the House 
continuously since is Hon, Rodolphe 
Lemieux, the Speaker, who has sat for 
Gaspe since 1896, In 1900 Richard B. 
Bennett was still studying law in New 
Brunswick, little thinking that one 
day he would be Leader of his Majes- 
ty’s Loyal Opposition at Ottawa. W. 
L. Mackenzie King had graduated from 
the University if Toronto a few years 
before and was just completing a post- 
graduate course at Harvard University 
following which he entered the public 
service at Ottawa in 1900 as Deputy 
Minister of Labor and editor of The 
Labor Gazette.

CHICAGO—Bears in grains are get- 
ting the fidgets again—-Technically 
they are probably right but it is like 
sending a boy to a feast who has a 
stomachache, 

A new line of patter is being ped 
dled around the new Board of Trade 
—something to the effect that, while 
‘wheat is in a weak position and the 
visible piling up, that the “world” 
will not permit of any further decline 
from these levels. 

There ig something of truth in the 
latest size-up of wheat prices—and a 
mew revision to the old theory that 
with Europe owing us billions of 
dollars that a return to pre-war prices 
for international commodities is im- 
possible. The “world” in this case 
means Furope and its debtor nations 

~which cannot resign themselves to pay- 

‘ing war debts contracted on dollars 
that had a 48-cent purchasing value 
‘with money that has resumed its 
mormal standard of value, 

Europe is still in an awful mess 
over the war debts and it is a prob- 
‘lem that will have to be worked out 
by the canny financiers of England 
and France. 

It is perfectly obvious that there 
is an over-extended short interest in 
wheat and corn. Bulls have waited 
patiently for some months and bears 
have had the best of it, But a Winter 
crop scare in wheat would subject 
shorts to a terrific razing and there are 
other uncertainties regarding the tend 
of prices that has started the short

British Columbia, fillowing a series of 
meetings, have announced decision to 
press the Federal Government for a 
subsidy in freight cargo shipments of 
lumber from British Columbia to 
Australia, to the extent of $10,000 per 
sailing on twelve sailings annually. 
The lumber men state that the United 
States pays three subsidies under the 
guise of mail contracts to direct 
steamship service from American 
Pacific ports to Australia, aggregat- 
ing more than $1,000,000, while, in- 
cluding China, Japan, Manila and 
Barien, the aggregate is nearly $5,500,. 
000 amnually, they claim. United 
States lumber business with Australia 
amounts) to 250,000,000 feat a year, the 
lumbermen say, while Canadian ex- 
‘ports to the Commonwealth are about 
50,000,000 feet. 
Only Subsidy 
The only subsidy paid by the Cana- 
dian Government on shipping from the 
Pacific Coast is $115,000 to the Cana- 
dian-Australian Asian Steamship L’ne, 
which carries a small quantity of lum- 
ber only when no other cargo offers, 
it is stated.

OTTAWA—With a first class battle 
between the two great railways sys 
tems in regard to branch lines in the 
prairie provinces in the offing, Hon 


Charles A, Dunning, minister of rail 


Ways and Canals, is putting forward 
every effort to locaize the conflict of 
interest and to prevent the dissension 
between the two railways getting out 
of hand 


It must not be forgotten,” he said 


“that the publie pay for railway dupli 
cations in the end, regardless of which 
railway company builds the lines, I 
intend to follow the same policy in 
regard to the present branch line pro 
srammes as I have done in the past 
I am requesting the railway heads to 
Bet together with a view to avoiding 
senseless waste. If a conflict in in- 
terest does arise it will have to be de 

cided by parliament,” 

Mr, Dunning said that he had put
